Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SeorioN 1. That the Union Improvement Company,
organized under an act of the general assembly of the
state of Pennsylvania, approved April fifteenth, A. D. one May botd pro-
thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, (a copy of which Ziopanse "
act is filed in the office of the secretary of state of this "
state,) be and the said corporation’ is authorized and em.-
powered under the corporate name of the Union Improve-
ment and Elevator Company, to acquire by purchase or
otherwise, and.hold such property, real and personal, as
may be necessary and convenient for the carrying on the
business of storing, elevating and shipping grain and other
products, within the corporate limits of the town of Du-
luth, in Saint Louis county, in this state, and to construct
and operate such buildings, fixtures and machinery, as
said company may deem necessary for the proper conduct
of said buginess, and to construct in Lake Superior and
the Bay of Superior, within this state, such buildings,
wharfs, docks and fixtures, as may be deemed necessary
therefor, without obstructing or interfering with the navi-
gation of said lake and bay ; to contract and be contracted
with ; to sue and be sued in the courts of this state, and
to have such powers as may be necessary for the legitimate
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conduct of seid business, not inconsistent with the COnbl,l-
tution and general laws of this state.

Warehoase re. Sec. 2.  That the warehouse receipts or other evidences
ccipta negothabls Of the deposit of property, issued by said corporation,
L?f“?,'ﬁ;‘;?m ghall be negotisble by delivery, and the holder of such
pis- receipt, contract or evidence of property delivered to said
company, shuil be deemed the owner of the property
therein named. But if said company, or its agent, clerk
or servant, shall wilfully or fraudulently make or utter any
receipt or other written evidence of the delivery into any
elevator or warchouse of said company, of any grain,
produce, property or merchandise, which have not been
actually received or delivered into such elevator or ware-
house previous to the making and uttering of stid receipt
or other written evidence thereof, such agont, clerk, ser-
vant or manager of sdaid company or director thereof, so
oftending, shall upon conviction thereof be punished by
Jmprlsonment in the state prlson not more than two nor

less than one year. |
Sec. 3. That said corporation shall constituto and ap-
point an agent who shall reside in said town of Duluth, in
reippstose . this state, duly authorized fo accept service of process to
for what purpose, he made in any action in which said corporation shall be
a purty, and continually bave and keep some resident
agent at said town so as aforesaid empowered, and service
upon such agent shall be taken and held as due service

* upon said corporation.
